This 
book was produced in an effort to satisfy one vital need, if not a necessity — the need 


for a worthwhile anthology-text for that widening range of 


classes. 


Mr. Randall Decker, Hartnell 
English instructor for six years. 

The text, compiled in Mr. 
Decker’s spare time over a period 
of one year, is intended for Eng- 
lish 53B or English A_ classes, 
and includes 73 essays, stories, and 
poems. 


Book Format 


All selections are preceded by 
headnotes which give the au- 
thor’s name, the original source 
of publication, and suggestions 
for better understanding and ap- 
preciation of the reading. Ques- 
tions follow the selections also 
to aid the student reader. 

Mr. Decker’s background is as 
interesting as the great variety of 
writings in his book. A graduate 
of the University of Missouri 
School of Journalism, he earned 
hsi master’s degree in English at 
Colgate University. in New York 
where he also taught. He came 
to Hartnell after doing newspa- 
per and radio work and serving 
six years in the navy; two years 
of this time he spent in public 
relations at the Pentagon. 

“Return to Reading,” pub- 
lished by Little, Brown and Com- 
pany, is on sale in the bookstore 
in paperback for $3.50.

Charles Lindstrom, curator at San Francisco’s M. H. 
de Young Memorial Museum, will be featured tonight 
in the last of the “Hartnell Presents” spring lecture se- 
ries. The artist will speak in the library at 8 o’clock. 


Tonight’s lecture, “Painters of 
Early: California,” ‘will coincide 
with an exhibition of a collec 
tion of paintings on loan from 
the museum. Works of the ex- 
hibition. will feature California 
scenes of the nineteenth century 
and its pioneers, as recorded by 
significant, little known artists of 
that day. 


Mr. Lindstrom has served on 
the staff of San Francisco’s famed 
museum since 1941. He was 
named curator and director of 
education in’ 1946. An artist in 
his own right, he was graduated 
with distinction from Stanford 
School of Fine Arts in 1932. For 
several years he has served on 
the faculty of the University of 
California extension division, 


“The theme of Americana gives 
coherence to .the exhibit,” art in- 
structor Leon Amyx, said. “Mr. 
Lindstrom and I check through 
the museum’s stock of. paintings 
and found a good supply of them 
concerned with early California. 
This provides the collection with 
an interesting, historical value.”
